Endorses Plan to House All the Municipal Depart- 


ments Under One Roof in Stately Pile. 


Th« accompanying1 cuts are reproduc- 


tions of drawings of a proposed new city 
hall submitted to Mayor 
Mott for in- 


spection by a local architect, the plans 
having- been drawn as the result of recent 
agitation for the construction of a new 
municipal building:. - 


Under the plans thp • structure would 


cost anywhere from $200.000 to §2.000,000. 
according to thp material used. It would 
occupy the entire space from the San 
Pablo av.:nuo sidewalk line west to the 
old library building, the city property 
line and from Fourteenth, street north to 
Fifteenth 
street. 
Washington 
street 


would be cut through to San_J?ablo ave- 
nue, an archway being provided. 


The first floor plan provides for .the 


emergency rhcspital, operating rooms, de- 
tectives' offices, chief of police, police 
courts and -chief of the fire department 
in the west wing, and the, offices of the 
assessor, auditor, treasurer, tax collec- 
tor and other city officials in the east 
wing. 


On the second floor are the offices of 
the street department, city 
engineer, 
board of works, city clerk, council cham- 
bers a-nd office of the Mayor. The third 
fioor would be occupied by the board 
of education 
board of health.' sanitary 
inspectors, 
police 
commissioners, 
and 
jury rooms, while the fourth floor would 


be used for the city prison. 
Forty-three 
c-eils Cor male adults are arranged on 
the Fourteenth street 
frontage "-of the 
building, while on the Fifteenth street 
side would be the women's and boy's 
cells. 
The hobos would have depart- 
ments to themselves. 
The plan of "having all departments of 
the city government under one roof is 
worked cut by the architect. 
Besides the oftlc?s, court rooms and 
other such places, plenty of space is left 
for air and light wells and handsome 
roiiinclas. 
The entire building, accorii- 


inEr to the plans, is fitted up in, the most: 
modern manner. Its general idea meets 
with the favor of all who have seen and 
discussed the plans.

SANTA CLARA, Dec. 16.—Long range 


forecast, •according' to Rev. Richard Bic- 
ard, S. J., head of the meteorological bu- 
reau at Santa Clara College, is now an 
accomplished fact. 
This new addition in 


the field of meteorology will prove of 'in- 
calculable value to fruit growers, fruit 
driers and agriculturists. ln\ this State. 
Fortified with the knowledge of the con- 
dition of the weather ten days or two 
weeks in'advance, they will have plenty of 
time to protect their crops. 
It will be of 


especial service to guard against ratna 
during the haying, fruit picking and gen- 
eral harvest season. 


The scientific laws that the eminent 


Jesuit has evolved In making these fore- 
caste are based upon the data that he has 
gathered in studying the connection be- 
.twaen sun spots, and atmospheric disturb- 
ances. 


In an interview" with a TRIBUNE re- 


porter, Rev. RIcard salfl: 
"Armed with 


these long range 
forecasts, the 
daily 


forecaster knows Infinitely better" how to 
fix the weather, for the morrow. 
The 


discovery of the certain and clear con- 
nection between solar conditions' as man- 
ifested by sun spots, faculae and terres- 
tlal meteorlogical 
conditions, what 
ws 


call the weather, although not 
finding 


favor with the socalled orthodox scien- 
tists, is nevertheless true and reassert- 
ing and reproving itself as the daya and 
the months go by. .^That a sun spot on 
leaving the western limb and passing to 
the Invisible side of the great luminary, 
leaves a cool or cold wave behind accord- 
ing as it la winter or summer, must be- 
come evident to any solar and meteoutog- 
Ical observer. 
But the great trouble in 


the way is, that generally speaking, as- 
tronomers are about as Jejune of me- 
teorology as the newly-born babe, and on 
the other hand, meteor logists are, as a 
rule, strangers to the field of astronomy. 
Hen-co advancing a proposition like thia 
seriously grater- nn the .ears of both) and 
they all cry 'humbug.' 


"It follows as clear as the light of day, 


that sun spots must be Hotter than the 
rest" of the photosphere. Hence during 
their presence on the solar, orb, they 
must cause warm or hot waves which 
have the Invisible effects on those por- 
tions of our globe which topographically 
or otherwise are best fdlsposed to receive 
them, whence by the diurnal movement 
of the earth from west to east they are 
carried across oceans and lands. 


"These warm waves are noticed when 


a solar spot enters from the east, when 
It crosses the central meridian, but spec- 
ially when it approaches the western limb, 
being, say 4, 3, 2, 1 days distance from 
it. If It Is summer it is more heat for 
Central California, if it Is winter it IB 
generally a storm on the Pacific elope, 
say the north or the south. 


"The practical value of the above dis- 


covery Is a grand advance In the art of 
forecasting 
the 
weathor 
almost 
two 


weeks ahead of time. 
To give an in- 


^ftance. 
A great solar group, say about 


10 degrees above ,the colar equator, is 
at present advancing rapidly to the west, 
in the northwestern quadrant, It Is pro- 
ducing1 an immense warm wave—a regu- 
lar storm—now occupying the North Pa- 
cific States and Southern British Co- 
lumbia. The storm is going to be trip- 
artite. The first part came December 12, 
the* second part was on from December 
14 to 16; the 
cold wave follows 
De- 


cember 17, when tho remaining part of 
the group disappears; the third part will 
begin as a light warm wave about De- 
cember 19 and will end as a cold wave 
about December 22. Great rains are ex- 
pected, especially In the northwest."

Looting the Wrecked Bank. 


The Spreckel? influence has made B. P. Oliver, foreman of the 


late grand jury (which was merely an alias for Rudolph Spreckels;, 
president of the wrecked California Safe Deposit and Trust Company. 
Dav d F. Walker, whose name was used as bait for suckers, is a 
member of the reorganized directorate. 
Mr. Oliver says he is op- 


posed to a receivership, but events are rapidly trending in that direc- 
tion. Matters are shaping themselves (or being shaped) for the 
appointment of a former attache of the First National Bank of San 
Francisco as receiver, with Francis J. Heney and his side-kicker, 
Cobb, as attorneys. If this program is carried out the assets and 
depositors of the defunct bank will practically be transferred to the 
First National Bank, of which Rudolph Spreckels is president. 
Whether the other directors will stand for the program remains to 
be seen. It is certainly not in harmony with the wishes^and in- 
terests of the depositors. Among the latter are included five labor 
unions, comprising some twelve or fifteen thousand members. Fully 
twelve thousand depositors are opposed to a receivership in the in- 
terests of trie-First National or any other bank. Nine-tenths of the 
depositors want the assets conserved in a business like way to meet 
the demands of creditors. They do not see why the graft prosecu- 
tion should take control of the bank on the one hand and furtively 
try to protect Brown and Bartnett from punishment on the other. 


Mr. Phelan, the partner of Rudolph Spreckels in the civic reform 


game, says Bartnett is innocent because he gave $25,000 toward the 
rehabilitation of San Francisco. That is precisely the amount Bart- 
nett drew out of the bank without giving security a few days before 
the bank failed. He owes the bank $52,000 for money borrowed with- 
out security. Mr. Phelan forgot to state that Bartnett's contribution 
to the graft prosecution is another proof of innocence. Other people 
less infatuated with reform than Mr. Phelan, who is a director of 
the First'National Bank, are inclined to think that Mr. Bartnett 
wouldv give a better testimonial of his honesty by returning the 
money to the California Safe Deposit, and Trust Company that he 
ostersibly borrowed when he knew the bank was about to collapse. 
As vice-president of the wrecked institution, Bartnett knew its con- 
dition and reached his hand into its treasury for a last grab when it 
was about to close its doors. Mr. Phelan says he is honest. He can 
prove his honesty by returning the money he virtually stole from the 
depositors and replacing the Colton estate securities which have been 
abstracted and apparently embezzled". Also the graft prosecution 
can give better evidence of its sincerity and good faith than assist- 
ing to loot the wrecked bank. It might at least permit the depositors 
to recover what they can from the assets. But Mr. Phelan and Mr. 
Spreckels are not in the habit of overlooking their own interest?. 
They believe the Lord helps those who help themselves, and so far 
from condemning Bartnett and Brown seem to be inclined to follovr 
his example and help themselves with what is left of the assets of th« 
California Safe Deposit and Trust Company. But will the other 
directors stand for it? 


Greater Oakland Should 
Welcome the Big Fleet. 


Now that the Atlantic battleship fleet has started on its long 


voyage to this port, is the time for Greater Oakland to prepare to 
give it a suitable welcome on its arrival here. The fleet, as it left 
Hampton Roads, consisted of sixteen battleships and two auxiliary 
divisions—one consisting of two supply ships, one repair ship, one 
tender; the other four torpedo boats. 
The officers and men on 


the fleet number approximately 15,000 men. The arrival of the fleet 
in San Francisco bay will be the most important naval event in the 
history of the Pacific Coast. Unless something happens to disturb 
the itinerary of the voyage, the fleet will pass through the Golden 
Gate and anchor in mid-bay some time in April. It will probably 
be joined here by the fleet of armored cruisers and other warships 
now on the coast, which will raise the total number of naval officers 
and men then in port to anywhere between 20,000 and 25,000. 


San Diego, Los Angeles and San Francisco have already begun 


to prepare for the welcoming of the fleet and the entertainment of 
its crews. Even Seattle and Tacoma, which anticipate a visit from 
the fleet to Puget Sound, are organizing for the same purpose. The 
question is, What is Greater Oakland going to do m the premises? 
Is the larger population which has concentrated on this side of the 
bay in the three cities located on its eastern shore and their 
flourishing and rapidly expanding suburbs, fostering high aspirations 
and enlarged ambitions for the future, going to remain inactive, play 
second fiddle to another community or assert its identity by inde- 
pendent action? 


There ought to be but one answer to the question. It is the 


future Greater Oakland's golden opportunity to demonstrate its 
right to its ambitious claims, as one of the coming great commercial, 
industrial and populous cities of the country—to impress itself more 
indelibly on the map than it has done during the past t\\o years 
The population is here; the wealth and the means of entertaining 
are here; good roads and attractive drhe\vays, and the most pic- 
turesque and romantic tributary territorj are here also to back up 
whatever program of festivities may be arranged. What is wanted is 
action. 
" 


If Greater Oakland has the courage and the foresight to seize 


its golden opportunity and utilize it to the best advantage to itself 
now is the time to begin preparing for it in earnest. In four and 
one-half months the fleet will be in the bay. There is, therefore, no 
time to be lost in making preparations for a creditable Greater Oak- 
land reception to it, for these preparations must be made on a 
larger scale than any ever undertaken before In the history of the 
communities 
on this side of the bay for any * previous event in 


•which they have been jointly interested. If San Diego or Los 
Angeles or San Francisco or .my other Pacific Coast city cari afford 
to greet the. fleet in a becorrjing' manner on its arrival here, the 
300,000 population or more located on this side of San Francisco bay 
<an also. Who will take the initiative ?

During1 recent years we have been 


receiving a srort of immigration very 
different from that which character- 
ized the earlier years of our history. 
These Immigrants have corne from re- 
gions of the Old World, which until 
within these few past years, »«nt us 
comparatively few 
of their 
people. 


Among those coming: to our shores In 
these later years Is an unusually large 
number of persons of dense ignorance 
of still denser Jlack of moral sense. 
They are in 
exceedingly 
numerous 


cases persons who have broken away 
from all the restraints and moral in- 
fluences which any form of the Chris- 
tian religion throws around our lives. 
They are in quite as many cases per- 
sons who have come from under gov- 
ernments tyrannical and unjust. They 
bring with them not only an utter 
disregard for religion 
and 
general 


morality, hut an imbibed antagonism 
against all forms of government. Hu- 
man law has no more meaning to 
many of these people than the moral 
laws. As to moral lows, they have no 
conception of them and no belief In 
them. 
As to human laws, there Is 


only one Idea 1n the minds of this 
class of Immigrants, a^id that Is that 
they are to be broken, provided one 
can escape being detected. 


The government officials in charge 


of the immigration bureau In the .De- 
partment of Commerce 
and 
Labor 


point out In this latest repoit the un- 
desirable character of very large num- 
bers of these immigrants of whom we 
are speaking. The government Is Im- 
pressed with the fact that many of 
them are undesirable and constitute 
a serious 
menace 
to 
the peace of 


every community In which they may 
settle.—Los Angeles Times.

We need"- 
not exclude the illiterates, as they are 
more fitted to do hard work. But when 
It Js a question of conferring on these 
aliens the rights of citizenship—th* 
right to choose our Mayors. Governors 
and the President, the right to vote 
for Judges and to serve as jurymen en- 
trusted with our material 
interests, 


with our life and the honor of our 
"women—then we need to be more ex- 
acting.—Elkhart, Ind.

FICTION IS ALMOST 
MONOPOLIZED BY WOMAN 


New York men aro not novel readers. 


This conclusion Is reached after a careful 
round of the libraries of the city. 
Out 


of five hundred raaders of modem fiction 
not more than one Is a man. 
What 


liule fiction reading the men do 1* of 
books written more than a quarter of a 
century ago. 


From the 147 r«b!lc- libraries In New 


York City ahout 16,900 000 volumes ar« 
drawn for home reading each year, th« 
very largo maiorlty of them being fiction. 
of which 90 per cent are taken out bjr 
women. 
During the same time about 


2,800,000 reference volumes are consult- 
ed and 80 per cent of their readers art 
men. 


On a late morning visit to tho Astor 


library last week 214 readers were found. . 
of which 1ST were men. Forty-six wer» 
reading history, 61 science, 80 biography, 
7 encyclopedias, 15 mechanics, 6 fiction. 1 
poetry. 13 magazine1*, 9 newspapers, 5 re- 
ligion and 4 dictionaries. Of the women, 
6 were reading history. 1 science, 12 biog- 
raphy (including genealogical tables), I 
fiction, 2 poetry and 2 religion. 


Of the MX volumes of (lotion read by 


the men, ono was "I.es Mlserables," one 
Irvlng's "History of New York," two by 
Dickens, one by Scott and ono by Thack- 
eray. Of the fiction read by the women 
all were more modern than these except- 
ing one, "Ivanhoe," read by a miss about 
16 years old. 
In the middle of the afternoon Cooper 


Union was visited, and all of the read- 
ers were men. only two being found read- 
Ing a novel written within ten years. 
Ahout twenty-three persons were reading 
fiction, which showed the favorite writers 
to be Irving, Cooper, Hawthorne, Dickens, 
Dumas, Victor Hugo, 
Thackeray 
and 


'Mark Twain" In his earlier writings. 
Not fewer than one hundred readers 


had books of history, biography and sci- 
ence, with political economy and sociol- 
ogy conspicuous. 
A large number, not 


counted, weia reading newspapers and 
magazines.—Now York Herald.
